Concerning tbe "mild winter ^and 


next summer's crops," the New \ork 
Iff raid expresses the opinion that the 
"barometric depression which has pre- 
vailed more or less in the west and 


orthwcst sinoo last October, though 
mull, ought not to escape the notico 
f our meteorologists, as its continu- 
ncc will bavo great influence in deter- 
Dining tho winter rainfall over the 
tuans-Missisaippi grain growing region, 
and consequently of the agricultural 
yield next summer." Tho same paper 
remarks tlia it has before pointed out 
the powerful agency of this meteoro- 
ogioal phenomenon in oonncotion with 
the mild winter; but that it is of tbe 
greatest moment that its possible effect 
on the precipitation of the country and 
tlio crop prospects be carefully studied, 
for it is in winter that the moisture 
needed for summer vegetation must in 
a large measure, cither in tho shape of 
rain or snow, be deposited on the soil. 
Tho Ilrnild says further: 


"The winds of winter which cross the 


Ilocky mountains bring but little mois- 
ture to the northwest, their value to 
tho agriculturist consisting only in their 
power to condense vapor borno thither 
by southerly winds, which scarcely 
reached this region in December.

comparing tlio rain and snowfall data it 
appears that in October the rainfall was 
jelow tho normal from Minnesota west- 
ward to tho plateau districts; in Novem- 
ber thera wus a small deficiency in the 
upper Missouri valley and Minnesota, 
while in December there was u ^i&t 
deficiency from the upper Mississippi 
valley northwestwardly for n«mi> dis- 
tance.

Truo there 
18 muoh of that country which is not, 
and never will be, of any use as at pres- 
ent, on account of a lack of water. 
If 


thii want can be overcome, and • supply 
of water obtained, the whole country 
will settle up with stalwart farmers, 
and the wilderness will be made to 
blossom like a rose. With thii in view, 
Senator Hill, of Colorado, baa iotro 
dnoed a bill in congress, praying for the 
digging of an experimental artesian 
well, at the expense of the government, 
and there is but little doubt of its pas- 
sage by congress. Tho measure is ol 
the utmost importance to the whole 
country. There are 000,000,000 acres 
embraced in these arid regions, inelud 
ing Ari/ona, Dakota, Idaho, Montana 
New Mexico, Utah, Wyoming, Colorado 
and Nevada, and portions of California 
Kansas, Nebraska, Uicgon, Washington 
Territory, Texas, and the Indian Terri 
tory. Not one per cent, of this tcrrito 
ry baa yet been sold by the United 
States, and it must remain unsold fo 
years to come unless sonic means i 
found to supply it with water. Govern- 
ment surveys show that 1100,000,000 
acres of this tract arc mountainous, 
where, even with abundance of water, 
agriculture would bo impossible. 
An 


cfjiial amount consists of lava beds, 
"bad lands" without soil or vegetation, 
and desert plains of drifting sand, leav- 
ing an area of 500,000,000 acres of 
plain and valley land susceptible of high 
cultivation nnd wn-:ing only water, 
Not to exceed three per cent, of this 
vast tract of land can be reclaimed by 
utilizing rivers and streams now availa- 
ble. The remainder of it furnishes a 
scant growth of grass, but so little ol 
this that it is estimated that fifteen to 
twenty acres is required to furnish sup- 
port for one head of cattle. This land, 
when irrigated is capable of prodacing 
thirty bushel!! of wheat to the acre, as 
has been proved by actual experiment. 
As the land ia owned by thu govern- 
ment, private parties wilt not invest the 
necessary means to sink those wells, 
but let the fact once bo demonstrated 
that water underlies this, vast plsihj 
and the land will find a ready sale to 
men who will bore their owu wells. 
Some of the ablest geologists of this 
country express the belief tbat flowing 
wells can be obtained in many locali- 
ties on these vast plains, both cast and 
west of the Rocky mountains.
